BUCHAREST,  May  1.— The  centenary 
of  Ressarabin's  incorporation  with  Rus- 
alft  will  be  the  occasion  of  Joyous  cele- 
brations In  that  great  KmplFe.

throughout  Rou mania  as  one  of  mourn- 
ing.

Diimos  FIls  and  Dumas  Qrandpere.  The 
statue  ot  the  grandfather  is  about  to 
be  reared  on  its  pedestal,  and  the  his- 
tory of  the  grand  old  Mestizo  general 
la  one  of  the  most  curious  ever  record- 
ed. We  have  all  the  details  of  it  In 
the  memoirs  of  Alexandre,  but  the  story 
seeihs  like  a'  chapter  from  the  Trois 
Mbusquetaires. 

The   adventurous   general    began    his 
career  some   20    years    too   soon,    or   he 
would    have    been    one     of      Napoleon's 
moat,    distinguished     lieutenants.        He 
Waa  born  at  Jeremlas,  In   the  Island  of 
$an  Domingo,  his  father  being  tlie  Mar- 
quis de  la  'Pailleterie,   and    hla    mothei- 
a  native   half-breed.    He   was   sent    for 
his  studies    to  Bordeaux,      but     enlisted 
with  the  dragoons  of  the  Queen's  Regi- 
ment, and  started  on  a  life  of  wonderful 
adventures.     The   story  is    that   that    he 
once   escaped  from  en   ambuscade  of  60 
Tyrolese,    and.    Instead    of    being      cap- 
tured himself,  he  drove  13  of  them  pri- 
soners to  his  own  camp.  His   promotion 
was    so    rapid    that    he    -was    soon    made 
colonel,    and    became      brigadier-general 
before  he  was  30  years  of  age.     He  '.vas 
a  powerfully-built  man,  and   r;oiiUl  stand 
any    amount    of    fatigue,    and    -wlien    ho 
returned   from    the   campaign    of    P^gypt. 
after    liaving    been   general    in   command 
of    the    armjw-of    the    Kastern    PS'renees, 
lie      answered    to    the    (iue.<itlon      as      to 
where    he    had     been     wounded:     "I>ook, 
and    you    will   find   marks   all    over    me."

Aberdeen  Makes  Call  en  Route 
to  Hoquiam  Station — Whale 
Makes  Hard  Fight  Off  Grays 
Harbor 


The     steaqi'    whaler.   Aberdeen,     the 
third  of   tha^fliM'   of    8t«iim     whalers 
built  af  thij^lilBiiiii  -yard».Ji^|:  Seattle'  for 
the  Amertx»n  Pacific  Whaling  company, 
arrived  off  the  otiter   whiaff   yesterday  | 
en  route   to   Hoquiam.   where   the   com 
pany,  which  Is  a  subsidiary  concern  of  | 
the  Canadian  Northern   Pacific    fisher- 
ies company  of  this  city. 

News  comes  from  Hoquiam  of  a 
struggle  made  by  a  large  cow  whale 
killed  by  the  harpooner  of  the  whaling 
Steamer  Peterson  off  Gray's  Harbor. 
After  the  big  mammal  was  harpooned 
it  fought  for  five  hours,  several  times 
threatening  disaster  to  the  whaling 
vessel,  which  got  numerous  hard 
bumps.  It  was  finally  necessary  to 
fire  five  bombs  into  the  carcase  before 
the  whale  was  killed.  During  the  early 
stages  of  the  battle  the  whale,  with  a 
harpoon  firmly  embedded  in  its  flesh, 
dashed  away  northward  with  the  whal- 
ing   steamship    in    tow   at    a    rate    of    20 


nillea  an  liuui. 

While  off  the  Columbia  rU-er.  the 
crew  of  the  Paterson  witnessed  a 
school  of  ling  cod,  pursued  by  fur  seals 
and  porpoises,  almost  filling  the  water 
with  a  solid  mass  of  fisli.  Fully  a 
thousand  porpoises  were  in  evidence, 
dashing  about,  and  oftenJkiaptng  ten  oi* 
twelve  feet  from  the  wa^er.  The  fur 
seal  are  on  their  way  north  to  '  the 
rookeries    of   the    .Alaska   peninsula. 

The  whale  brought  in  by  the  Pater- 
son is  the  tenth  killed  In  thirty  days. 
One  other  whale  was  shot  on  the  cruise, 
the  bomb  killing  the  animal,  but  the 
harpfon  failed  to  enter  its  flesh,  and 
the  isarcase  sank  to  the  bottom.  The 
whalers  Paterson  end  Moran,  now  op* 
eratiisg  out  of  here,  shortly  will  be 
ioine^  by  the  first  of  three  new  steam- 
whalers   building   at  Seattle.
